TUIBTY DAYS,IX DIXIK, 


Negro Sontlmcut about Fighting for 


the Rebel a. 


The Boston Journal of a recent date 


says:" 
" Lieutenant Henry L. Kstabrook, "of 


Dorchester, belonging to tho 2Gth Massa- 
chusetts regiment, who was captured "by 
tho enemy during Sheridan's first battlo 
with turfy in tlio Shenandoah, Valley, at 
Berryville, on the 19th of September, but 
who "has been fortunate enough to caoapo 
from captivity, baq communicated to ug u 
very interesting account of hia experiences 
while in tho enemy's country. After his 
capture ho was marched, together with 
thirteen other captured Union officers and 
about two hundred : and 'fifty soldiers, to 
Staunton, from thence taken to Waynes- 
boro, by cars, then marched over tho Blue 
Ridge to Meuoham River Station, and from 
that point conveyed by earn to Richmond, 
a distance altogether of ono hundred and 
twenty miles, sixty of which vrcro per- 
formed on foot. Great hardship1) were 
.cruelly'imposed upon them during this 
journey. Only nil hard crackers and half 
a loaf of soft brond were allowed to ouch 
man fur the whole time, and the marching 
boro severely upon all, while some sufler- 
cd terribly from sore feot and from the 
wounds which they had received in battle 
nnd which remained undrcascd. 


Some of tho men would drop in tho 


rouit from sheer exhaustion, when the reb- 
els struck them with their muskoU and 
compelled them to ri.se, but only to stag- 
ger along n short distance and fall ngain, 
taint from imin and, fatigue and loss of 
"blood. Harly's army, us it retreated from 
Sheridan after the buttle, was a mere rab- 
ble, till organization was lost, and there 
was no unity except iu seeking safety in 
tlio snmo direction., The rebel who took 
Lieutenant Katttbrook prison or robbed him 
of his watch on tho spot. 


"liiciitenant Estabrouk informs us that 


tho country through which ho passed is 
very scantily supplied with Uio necessa- 
ries of life, and tho people look forward 
with great apprehension to the coining 
winter, not knowing how they ure to 
avoid much suffering. 
Tho drought was 


very severe, and the meat has all been 
swept ofl' for tho me of the rebel army. 
Planters go many miles and offer any 
prico to obtain meat for their families, but 
cannot get any. The people nro disheart- 
ened and thoroughly tired of the war. 
Every man and boy that can carry a mus- 
ket has been conscripted. Tlio negroes ev- 
erywhere befriended him, although tho 
fact that ho was an escaped Yankee pris- 
oner was probably known to two hundred 
coloied people, including the families of 
tho men who helped him along, not ono 
of thorn betrayed him. The slaves, ot 
whom there aic many in that section of 
country, conversed freely with him in re- 
gard to their being armed and put in tho 
rebel tinny, nnd declared that if they 
wero tlioy would shoot thoir officers and go 
over to tho Federals in a body. They said 
they know who their friends were, and 
they would not fight for men who had en- 
slaved them and robbed them of the re- 
wards of their labor. Thoy assured him 
that there was a complete understanding 
among tho slaves throughout tho South on 
this subject, nnd that none of them would 
light for their masters. They would bo 
glad of an opportunity to get arms and get 
together, und thoatht-y would turn against 
the rebels."

capture! ho was • marched, -together .-with 
thirteen other captured iPnion, officers and 
about .two. b uri drei' and * fif cyi'soldiers;'. to 
Stauhton, from thence^.taken.Jo.Waynes- 
boro.'.by care,,tberi marched over tho Blue 
Ridge to:Meucham--B,ive'r Station, and from' 
that point conveyed by cars to Richmond, 
a distance altogether of .one hundred and 
twenty 'miles, sixty of '.'which were per- 
.forme'd on foot. "Great hardships, were 
cruellv: imposed upon them during this 
.journey. Only'si-x-hard crackers and.half. 
a loaf of soft bread were allowed to each 
man fur the whole time, and. the marching 
bore.soverely upon all,'while some suffer- 
ed terribly from sore feet and from the 
wounds wiichihey had Deceived in battle 
and which remained undrcosedv 
•

Some of tho men would drop. in -the 


road from sheer exhaustion, when the reb- 
els struck them with their muskets- and

most whiter than her dress, the faint roses 
on- her checks (excessively pretty whether 
due to nature or art'.) her floating drapery 
seemingly scattered over with diamonds 
and poavls, andtlifs djr/y.ling crown above 
her lovely hair. 


'So perfectly well aware was she, or hci 


admiring husband, orboth, of the ranrvel-
